Wisconsin is a gjreat university 


Its fame has. spread to foreign 
continents 
and throughout the 


United States. On its staff of pro- 
fessors one can find names of men 
famous in the world of literature as 
prolific -writers on subjects of his- 
tory, of research into .ancient works 
of ttfgun^-days of agriculture, of 
science, c£ engineering; men who 
are experts in their cliosen field and 
who devote their timer except for a 
few hours each week which they 
grudgingly give to student instruc- 
tion, to their own personal -work. 
Some maintain offices separate from 
tho university; others actnally do 
their work in the university build- 
ings, using stats-paici stenographers 
for their personal work. 
These distinguished men are the 


loclcstone that attracts the students 
and makes the university great. But 
the students, except on rare occa- 
sions, fail to come in contact with 
them or enjoy the privilege of at- 
tending their lectures or gaining by 
their instruction. This instruction- 
al work is left to others, mainly in- 
structors, 
assistant 
professors, 


graduate 
students, attracted to 


Wiscansin by promise of a small 
monetary recompense for a few 
hours -work each week, with plenty 
of tuno left that they may devote 
to further research work and high- 
er study for their own personal 
gainj a class of instructors that 
have no experience in teaching, who 
could not obtain a teacher's -license 
under tho requirements of the state 
superintendent of schools. 
These 


men and women are given charge 
of tho freshmen. 
Is it any wonder then that 700 of 


the students -were dropped from the 
university rolls at the end of the 
first semester, and, according to 
•well authenticated report, fully one- 
fourth of the entire university reg- 
istration "was placed on probation? 


It was this condition that aroused 


.tho board of university visitors to 
•bring facts and figures to the atten- 
tion of the regents at their annual 
joint meeting. 
This board of vis- 


itors is composed of four persons 
appointed by the regents them-

It was the spirited report of these 
12 that focused tho attention of the 
public on the actual-conditions-tha 
exist at the university today, am 
but a small part of the true story 
was told at that. 
Tho following resolution which 


•was adopted by the college of en 
gineering1 faculty »t a meeting helf 
Oct, 24, 1921, 
and. 
which wa; 


brought up for consideration of thi 
entire university faculty at theii 
meeting m>January and tabled a 
dangerous and inimical t" the bes 
interests of tha university, wa 
read at this meeting. The resolu 
tion is as followsi 
The faculty of the college of en 


gineering directs attention to th 
continuance of the deplorable prac 
tice of engaging undergraduate- stu 
dents of junior as we-11 as senio 
rank for instructional work in th 
fundamental courses of the univer 
sity.We recognize that such a prac 
tice may perhaps be a necessity foi 
the moment. We submit, however 
that the "necessity" is not forcec 
upon the educational body by ex 
ternal forces over which it has nc 
control, but that the present neces 
sity is to bo attributed to the pas 
failure of the faculty to discontin 
uance the practice by means of ef 
fective regulations. 


For the purpose of discontimi 


ancing this mnch-criticizcd practice 
we recommend to the university 
faculty the adoption of the follow 
ing statement: 


1. We disapprove of tho engage 


ment of immature instructors 
BTK 


assistants for instructional work-in 
clauses or laboratory. 


2.' We hold that the presumption 


is that-undergraduate students ar 
immature, that they have had iittl 
opportunity to^use the .methods o 
which they are expected to impar 
an appreciation, and that their tim 
and interests are primarily devotee 
to their undergraduate studies. 
How do they earn the

for experimental purposes or not ? 


To illustrate the faculty attitudi 


as to students and higher educa 
tion I am going to quote from wha 
I am authoritatively informed was 
a "faculty inspired" editorial in The 
Daily Cardinal of March IGth, after 
this investigation of the university 
and its ways and means had reach 
ed such a stage that the 
faculty 


were affrighted at its magnitude: 


Restriction of college attendance 


by some form of -selection is find 
ing many advocates now. Some 
presidents suggest personal tests 
for freshmen, some advise a stric 
weeding out of students during al 
four years, and some ask for ad 
mission only of students who have 
maintained^a certain standing in 
high school. 
Hero is a student publication ad- 


vocating a limitation of students to 
a restricted class; 'voicing the sen- 
timent of a faculty that has for 
nralated such a policy and succeeds 
iii putting it into actual practice 
Is it not deplorable? 


Wisconsin appropriates ten mil- 


lion debars for use_ of the state uni- 
versity for educational and admin- 
istrative purposes. It is not the in- 
tent and purpose of thos° making 
such a magniccnt appropriatior 
that it be misused and converter 
into other channels fo- the persona, 
benefit of the faculty members. 
It might be interesting to note 


some of the salaries paid these fac- 
ulty members and some of the ac- 
tual results they obtain in the wa> 
of publications of the result of their 
studies for their own personal gain 
Mind yon, these professors write 
books, publish them and then com- 
pel tho students to purchase them 
as textbooks. . These books were 
written while the author vas paic 
to instruct classes in the univer- 
sity; books written in offices fur- 
nished by the state, on paper sup- 
plied by the state and typed by 
stenographers employed by the 
state. Is that following- out the 
spirit of the appropriation 'for ed- 
ucational and administrative pur- 
poses? 


Casually one would not say it 
was, but let us dip deeper into the 
question and actually glance over 
some of those salaries paid these 
prolific writers and list some of 
their offerings in the field of liter- 
ature.

fatally injured in a train accident. The reader- will better .appreciate tl'Js 
comparison when it is understood that to load 16,239,774 passengers into' 
70-foot coaches having a capacity of eighty-eight passengers each would 
require 184,542 coaches, which would make up a train 2,446 . mfles long. 
Trespassing and automobile grade-crossing.accidents contribute heavily to 
the1 fatalities on the railroads. In 1920,- trespassers' fatally -injured num- 
bered 2,166, while occupa'nts of automobiles fatally injured numbered 
1,273. Together these accounted for nearly one-half of all the fatalities on 
the railroads during the year. . Not many would believe that there.are near- 
ly as many persons accidentally drowned in a year as are fatally injured on 
the railroads. The' following' table lists some of the commoner '-causes of 
fatalities in the United States in 1920:

Growing Safer Constantly 


The railroads have bean making an excellent record in the reduction of fatalities. The 


reason for this -is to be found in the fact that railway men have been trained to give 
safety precedence over all other things. To them the most familiar rule in-the standard 
book-of railway rules reads: "In case of doubt of uncertainty, the safe course must be 
takejh.'5 While railway traffic has greatly increased in recent years, fatalities -tra the 
railroads have been decreasing. The Interstate Commerce- Commission statistics on 
this subject for 1921 are not yet available, but the number of fatalities in 1920 was the 
smallest in twenty-two years, although 1920 was a record year for heavy traffic. The 
following comparisons with 1911, covering a 10-year period, telling their.'own story:

The. mediaeval chronicles abound in quaint references to the 


observance of the day among the Armenians, Lithuanians, Serbs " 
and Croats-as well'as in England and'in Germany. In Englajid 
the day was called Olive or Branch Sunday; and the observance 
look the form'of a long procession, symbolical of., the entry into 
Jerusalem in which the participants carried palm and olive,branches 
and at the head of which was carried the figure of a child seated 
on an ass, quaintly carved from wood. Thus the observance of the 
day'spread throughout the world and it came about'that in those 
countries where it was difficult to secure palm branches, the olive • . 
branch, the willow and the yew were substituted. 


According to an ancient chronicle, the faithful in Jerusalem 


were wont on each recurring Palm Sunday,.,"after all the customary 
exercises from cock crow till noon had been taken place 'in the 
Anastasia and at the Cross, to go the1 greater church behind, the 


. Cross on Golgotha called the Martyrium. Here the ordinary serv- 
i?es were held. At the eleventh hour, (i P. M.), all proceeded to 
the Mount of Olives and to the cave in which'the-Lord used to 
teach, and for two hours, hymns, anthems and lessons were re- 
cited. About the hour of None (3 P. M.) all.went.singing hymns, 
to the Imbomon whence onr Lord ascended into Heaven. Here 
two hours were spent in devotional- exercises, until about five 
o'clock when the passage from the Gospel relating, to .how the 
children carrying branches and palms met the_ Lord, .saying, 
'Blessed isj He that Cometh. in the Name of the Lord" was read, 
following wliich the procession dispersed'amid shouts of "Hosannah 
to the Son of David." 


, In some places in France and Germany it is customary on 


Palm Sunday to strew flowers and green boughs about the crosses 
in the churchyards. On the lower Rhine graves are decorated with 
palms which have been blest. Palms blest on Palm Sunday and 
used in the processions were later taken, home by the faithful and 
used for devotional purposes. 
In some1 of the Eastern countries 


they .were.preserved "in houses and barns/and thrown oh the fire 
during violent storms. In Many places it was from-the blessed • 
palm that ashes were procured for Ash Wednesday.
